Several years ago, coun- 
cil was concerned that the 
lake may dry out and 
there were some - dust 
problems, particularly in 
the Seaholme area. A bore 
and pump installed by 
council ensured that water 


the lake during drought 
periods, overcoming dust 
problems. : 

Council has opposed a 
suggestion made in the 
Board of Works planning 
proposals to have the area 
at the western end of the 
lake zoned for more _resi- 
dence and industry. Coun- 
cil believes this area with 
its natural cover for bird 
life should be zoned as a 
conservation area, 

It has suggested to the 
Enyironment Protection 
Authority that the 
waters of the lake 
should be developed for 
yachting and canoeing 
purposes and that power 
boating should be ex- 
cluded. 

Present Board of Works 
regulations prohibit boat- 
ing on the lake. Council 
recently put up fencing as 
part of a_ beautification 
scheme and more wilt be 
built in the near future. 

We have in. Cherry 
Lake, a natural resource 
which with proper plan- 
ning and development will 
be a great asset to the 
municipality.
